Trials and Triumphs of a Mill- 
wright.

\ new engine was put into the mill to 
drive one of the paper machines, and with 
he engine came a card stating that the en- 
gine had been set up and run eight hours 
in the shop where it was made. Tramp 
set up the engine and was told that the 
valve would not need even looking at, as it 
had been adjusted just right before being 
sent out. On the strength of the shop test 
the engine was set up and the main bear- 
ings adjusted ready fora start. In putting 
on the oil cups and the wipe device which 
took the oil from the cup and conveyed the 
lubricant to the crosshead pin Tramp no- 
ticed that the wipe did not come quite un- 
der the bottom part of the cup, but pro- 
jected so much that it barely hit the wick- 
ing which supplied the wipe with oil ; but 
it did -hit, and Tramp thought no more of it 
until after turning the engine over he 
found the wipe bent to an angle of 45° with 
the crosshead. 

“This was tested in the shop and run 
eight hours,” mused Tramp as he took off 
the wipe and found that it projected so 
much that it would not go through the 
frame of the engine. He cut off the bent 
part and cut a new thread on the stem of 
the instrument, it being long enough for 
that purpose. Then he sat down and 
thought again of the shop test. When he 
came to put on the standard which was to 
carry the oil cup for the eccentric he found 
that it would not go into the hole drilled 
for it in the frame of the engine. Upon 
closer examination it was found that there 
was no thread at all in the hole, so they 
could not have had the oil cup in place 
during the shop test. It was also necessary 
toset out the gibs about a sixteenth of an 
before the crosshead would fill the 
guides. This was another point to go with 
the shop test ; but this was not as bad as

Counted for the hard starting of the engine

much of the steam leaked out of the valve 
(the live steam was inside, the exhaust out- 
Sice) that the pressure was reduced to a 
Sreat extent, and the consequent wire- 
“rawing made the weak start.

There was no way of curing the trouble 
except to take out the valve and surface it 
up, and also surface up the valve on both 
sides where it bore against the valve seat 
and also against the steam chest cover, the 
two bearings being, of course, on opposite 
sides of the valve. Not having either the 
time or inclination to do this he put back 
the valve and let it wear until it came toa 
bearing. This savored a good deal of 
‘** heroic treatment ” but it proved effectual, 
and in about three months the leaking had 
about all stopped and no more complaints 
were heard about so much extra coal be- 
ing burned, He thought he had got out of 
a bad scrape remarkably well, but the more 
he thought about the matter the less credit 
it seemed to him, and finally, after he had 
figured out that the ‘‘wearing down” 
method of fitting the engine valves had 
cost over $180 in coal uselessly burned, he 
decided to fit all valves by hand instead of 
letting them fit themselves. 

A good deal has been said in these col- 
umns about the trouble met with in burn- 
ing oil under the boilers in the mill where 
Tramp was employed. The sequel of the 
trouble is that the management has thrown 
out the oil burning apparatus and is now 
said to be burning over 17 tons of coal in 
twelve hours. Another mill owned by the 
same company and at the same place still 
uses oil, but will discontinue it-as soon as a 
new chimney, which is being hurried along, 
can be completed. The work put upoh the 
old boilers has-been so much increased that 
they would, it was probable, not do the 
work with coal, and the oil was retained 
until the new stack was complete. 

This fact shows that it is possible to get 
more out of a boiler with oil as fuel than 
can be obtained in the way of work with 
coal as fuel. The change back to coal is 
proof that the writer’s opinion, often forci- 
bly expressed in this paper, that oil is not 
an economical fuel for steam making, is 
correct, and that he was right in his con- 
demnation of the oil burning process em- 
ployed in the mills in question. Regarding 
the labor required for the two kinds of fuel, 
it is significant that the fireman, who had 
been in charge of the boilers for many 


| years, laid down his shovel and walked out 


in less than two days after the return to 
coal burning. 

It is probable that the art of coal burning 
will be greatly changed in the next few 
years and the labor of handling the coal, a 
shovelful at a time, entirely done away 
with. To do this it will be necessary to 
pulverize the coal and then blow it into the 
furnace with a pressure of heated air. This 
will produce an effect much like that when 
gas is burned, and will increase the steam 
making capacity of the boiler plant. It 
must, however, be also borne in mind that 
it will also shorten the life of the boilers. 

There is a question for every paper maker 
to decide for himself, before trying some 
other way than the ordinary, if burning 
coal, and that is this: As long as it is not 
possible by any means known at present 
to obtain from oil as fuel, anything near the 
theoretical value of the fuel, which will be 
the cheaper—to put in a new plant of 
boilers and then burn them out quickly by 
forcing to their full capacity with a forced 
combustion, or to put in the new boilers be- 
side the old ones, and run them together 
with a coal fire which is not forced, and 
which requires only little attention to keep 
it in good condition? There are several 
sides to this matter, as there are to all ques- 


| tions, and in choosing for himself the paper 


mill man must take into consideration the 
first cost of the property oceupied by a 
large steam plant which would be needed 
to run as above described. He must also 
closely figure the cost of maintenance, 
operation and attendance under both con- 
ditions.

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Paper Pulp Digester. 





An illustration of a new digester is 
herewith submitted, Figure 1 representing 
a side elevation, partly in section, of the di- 
gester; Fig. 2, a section on line 2 2, Fig. 1; 
Fig. 3, a vertical section of the bottom por- 
tion of the digester, and Fig. 4, a partial 
horizontal section showing the lining made 
in one thickness or layer. 

The shell of the digester, a, is of cylindri- 
cal form and composed of any suitable 
metal, such as iron, steel, phosphor bronze, 
brass, &c. The shell is made of plates hav- 
ing butt joints, the edges of the plates 
abutting against each other instead of over- 
lapping, and being held by external plates 
or bands, a’, to which the plates are riveted. 
This construction gives the shell a smooth 
interior, free from projections, and enables 
the intermediate and cement lining to be 
closely fitted to the interior of the shell. 

The intermediate lining 4 is composed of 
asbestos and cement made into a plastic 
composition and applied to the inner sur- 
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face of the shell in a plastic state, its object 
being to protect the inner cement lining 
and to prevent contact of the acid solution 
with the metal shell in the event of leakage 
through the cement lining. 

The cement lining c is composed prefer- 
ably of Portland cement and ground glass 
or quartz, with or without a percentage of 
soluble glass. 

The cement lining is constructed in sec- 
tions 8 8, which are provided at their edges 
with tongues, 9, and recesses, 10, ‘the 
tongues of each section entering the re- 
cesses of the adjacent sections, so that the 
sections overlap at their joints. There is 
formed on the back side of each tongue, 9, 
a rib or projection, 12, entering a corre- 
sponding groove, 13, in the surface of the 
recess 10, into which the tongue 9 enters. 
The inner surfaces of the sections 8 8 are 
provided with recesses, 14 14, which col- 
lectively form a dovetail recess extending 
in both directions from the seam between 
each section and adapted to receive a pack- 
ing or joint covering strip, 15, of lead, 
cement or any other suitable material. 
Packings are preferably interposed between 
the surfaces of the tongues 9 and recesses 
10, these packings being either of lead or 
cement. 

The joint coverings 15, the tongues 9, 
the recesses 10 and the packings between 
the tongues and recesses make the joints 
between the different sections extremely | 
secure and reduce to the minimum the lia- 
bility of the acid solution finding its way 
through the cement lining. To further re- 
duce this liability the cement lining may be 
made in two layers, as shownin Figs. 1, | 
2 and 3, each layer being composed of sec- |

The inner layer of the bottom lining has a | 


recess at its upper edge to receive the 
lower part of a packing or joint covering, 
15, which covers the joint between the 
inner layer of the bottom lining and the 
bottom sections of the inner layer of the 
lining of the body of the digester. The 
outer layer of the bottom lining is shown 
as provided with a tongue,9, of the form 
described, fitting the recess 10 in the lower 
end of the outer layer of the lining of the 
body of the digester. 

When the lining of the bottom of the di- 
gester is formed as described, one way in 
which the digester may be built up is by 
first putting the plates of the shell together, 
with the exception of the dome. 
lining of the bottom may be put in place 
and the sections of the sides placed inside 
the shell, and the lining of the dome and 
dome itself finally secured in position. 

When the cement lining is made in two 
layers a layer of cement, lead or other suit- 
able material may be interposed between 
the cement layers. 
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In these days of large commercial 
tratsactions there are few business enter- 
prises which are not conducted toa greater 
or less extent by means of agents, who in 
a representative capacity transact the busi- 
ness of their principals. It is one of the 
fundamental principles of law that that 
which is done by an agent is done by the 
principal, and those who deal with agents 
within the scope of the agency are dealing 
as though direct with the principal. But 
there is a principle of law applied toagency 
which sometimes gives rise to misunder- 
standing, and that is the principle of im- 
plied power. 

Implied powers of an agent are those 
which are not specifically conferred upon 
him, but which under the rules of law are 
necessarily included in the general employ- 
ment as an agent. Unless there is notice to 
the contrary tothose who deal with an agent, 
or such circumstances connected with the 
agency as would put a prudent man upon 
his inquiry, the following powers are prénta 
facie incident to every established agency : 
First, all of the necessary and usual means 
of executing the authority with effect; 
second, all of the various means justified 
by the usages of trade ; third, other powers 
contained in authorities of a particular 
kind. 

It would be absurd to say that a man 
might commission another to perform for 
him a specific commercial duty, and yet did 
not clothe him with the authority to do 
those things under the circum- 
stances, are necessary to perform that 
duty. And no special authority is neces- 
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custom or usage is so universal that all 
those who are engaged in the trade must 
be presumed to know it if they are properly 
conversant with their business, then all 
those who are engaged in the trade are 
therefore presumed to contract with refer- 
ence to that custom or usage and it is bind- 
ing upon them. This principle is applied 
to the doctrine of agency, as well as to 
nearly all of the contracts which are spe- 
cially identified with commercial transac- 
tions. 

As to powers contained in authorities 
of a particular kind, the ancient rule of law 
was that if a man act differently from his 
authority the act is void ; as if his authority 
is to do any act upon condition and he does 
itabsolutely. Thus it was said in an early 
case that an authority to do an act in a par- 
ticular way implied that the agent should 
do it in no other, if any consequence might 
ensue from doing it in one way which 
might not ensue from doing it in another. 
This rule, however, must now be taken sub- 
ject to some limitations which the growth 
of the modern law of ageucy has imposed 
upon it. 

With respect to an agent’s implied author- 
ity to warrant, a rule stated by a leading 
writer upon sales is that as to all contracts‘ 
including sales, the agent is authorized 
to do whatever is usual to carry out the 
object of his agency, and it is a question of 
fact for each separate case whether the 


authority.te warrant is implied. or now. — _ 
Where an agent is authorized to receive — - 
money for his principal he cannot allow it 


by way of set off in accounts between the 
debtor and himself; he must receive it in 
money. If, however, payment is made by 
check, and the check is duly honored, that 
isa paymentincash. There is nothing in 
the circumstance of a check being given 
which invalidates the payment. 

An agent employed to putchase goods 
has no authority to buy them of himself; 
nor, on the other hand, may an agent em- 
ployed to sell purchase his principal's 
goods for himself. A principal may either 
repudiate such transactions altogether or 
he may adopt and take the benefit of them. 
And an authority to sell for money does 


| not authorize an agent to trade for other

the walls are just about completed and 
ready for the iron truss roof, which the 
Buffalo Bridge and Iron Works will have 
up within a couple of weeks. This is a pe- 
culiar piece of work and one of which W. 
C. Johnson, the company’s engineer, may 
well feel proud. Down over 200 feet, at the 
margin of the river, just above high water 
mark, he has constructed a model pulp mill. 
As before stated in Tur JourNAL, the power 
to operate the mill will be secured from the 
waste water from the paper mill above un- 
der a head of 125 feet. The mill is built 
for two wheels, each 1,100 horse power and 
capable of driving five grinders. Only one 
wheel, however, will be put in at first. 
This is from James Leffel & Co., of Spring- 
field, and consists of a Leffel horizontal 
turbine, which is set in the centre of a line 
of shaft, with two grinders on one side at- 
tached to the shaft and three on the other 
side. The wheel can be speeded at the de- 
sired rate for the grinders. By this con- 
trivance there is no belting or gears. The 
pulp will be taken from the grinders to a 
tank in the basement. From there it will 
be pumped to the second floor and there 
fed onto the wet machines and screens 
which are located on that floor. The pulp 
will be taken off the wet machines by a 
scraper to a conveyor running along in 
front of these machines, which carries the 
pulp to the hoisting conveyor, which will 
take it to the paper mill at the top of the 
bank. This same conveyor is used to take 
the pulp wood down after it has been 
barked and sawed. The Cliff Company 
has recently added a new coal conveyor to 
its plant, whereby coal can be dumped 
from the cars into it and the coal taken to 
the bins without any manual labor. 

Work has begun on a fine stone private 
office for Alex. Porter, the treasurer of the 
Pettebone-Cataract Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany. This office will be crected on Buffalo 
street and will be one of the finest in the 
country.

Trans- 
portation is both expensive and injurious 
to the paper, and to save at every point 
these five concerns are now made one, and 
with only two factories. The five concerns 
have a long record for superior goods and 
fair dealing. 

A factory 300 feet by 75 feet has been 
built at Sandy Hill, N. Y., on the Hudson 
River, adjoining the large paper mills of 
Howland &Co. The bag machines of all 
the companies, with the exception of the 
first named, are being moved to that point. 
By a consolidation also with Howland & 
Co. the bag company practically manufac- 
tures its own paper. 

The Hollingsworth & Whitney Company’s 
machines will be run by the Union Com- 
pany at their present location, Watertown, 
Mass., in the suburbs of Boston, as the bag 
company has leased for a term of years the 
paper mills there in which the bag ma- 
chines are located. This plant will supply 
the New England States. All bags will 
hereafter be made for these five large con- 
cerns at the two points named, but each 
concern will carry a large stock and supply 
the trade of its territory, as heretofore, from 
the city in which it is located.

It could be truly, said of him 
that ‘his word was his bond,’ In all my 
ransactions with him I found his word a 
ficient guarantee for the fulfillment of a 
ntract, not only with his employees, but 
vith all with whom he had business rela- 
tions, and he seemed to take pride in doing 
more than a contract called for. He was a 
royal entertainer and gave a great deal of his 
time to further the interests and give pleas- 
uretohis men. The news printed in his pub- 
lications was always regarded as authority, 
and Mr. Lockwood himself was acknowl- 
edged as authority on everything pertain- 
ing to the paper trade. No other man has 
done so much to foster the paper industry ;

be a serious blow to the paper industry, 
and his numerous employees in every ca- 
pacity have lost a large, warm hearted, 
royal friend. My own acquaintance with 
Mr. Lockwood was limited, but what I saw 
of him then and what I learned of him sub- 
sequently as his employee caused me to 
form a very high opinion of him. The 
good opinions then formed have been mag- 
nified as I have mingled among his friends 
and heard their sympathetic and eulogistic 
words, which constrain me to say as Antony 
said of Brutus: ‘‘ His life was gentle; and 
the elements so mixed in him, that nature 
might stand up and say to all the world: 
‘This was aman!’” 

P. F. Pettibone, of P. F. Pettibone & Co.,

six, three being importers and three do- 
| mestic packers, to report as to the stocks of 
domestic and foreign rags on hand. 

The committee as appointed was: Im- 
porters, John L. Taylor, F. Salomon and 
R. B. Atterbury. Dealers, A. J. McQuade, 
S. M. Hunt and J. B. Butler. 

Information was received that the Boston 
board of health had decided not to admit to 
its jurisdiction any rags 
shipped after November 17, 
same were disinfected or not. 

The committee on stocks of imported 
rags reported that the total stock of im- 
ported rags in the United States at the 
present time amounted to between 8,200 
3,300 tons, this amount including all 
grades. 

At this point Mr. Mayo was obliged to 
leave and M. J. Barker was elected chair- 
man in his stead. 

It was estimated after careful calculation 
that the daily consumption of foreign rags 
in the country was about 750 or 800 tons. 

Nathan Frank & Sons, of Baltimore, Md., 
sent a letter of regret at inability to be 
present and expressing hearty accord with 
whatever might be done. Michael Hayman 
& Co., of Buffalo, sent a telegraphic mes- 
sage of similar purport. 

Domestic dealers all reported that col- 
lections were steadily growing smaller each 
year and the prospects were that this win- 
ter they would be light. People did not 
save rags as they formerly did, owing to 
the low prices which had prevailed. 

S. M. Hunt, from the committee on stock 
of domestic rags, reported that stocks 
were estimated as follows, the figures in 
the second column showing the corrections 
made by the meeting.

This stock is made up of whites, soiled 
whites and thirds and blues, the latter 
grade being estimated at 33% per cent. 
The estimates in several of these instances 
were considered large, but they were al- 
lowed to stand in order to be on the safe 
side. 

It was estimated that the consumption of 
domestic rags was about 2,000 bales per 
day, and the final result of the figures was 
the conclusion that in round numbers there 
were about 10,000 tons of stock now avail- 
able for paper makers’ use. 

The reports of the two committees were 
accepted. 

On motion a committee was appointed to 
consider what it might be best to do for the 
interests of the trade. The committee 
consists of the following named gentlemen: 
Importers—John L. Taylor, Leon Gottheil 
and Felix Salomon. Dealers—A. N. Mayo, 
Charles Harley, M. O’Meara, Thomas But- 
ler, Joseph Hitner, M. J. Barker and A. C.

The death of Milan Hulbert, on the 
12th inst., at his home on Fifth avenue, 
New York, recalls his former connection 
with the metropolitan paper trade. Mr. 
Hulbert was born sixty-five years ago, at 
Lee, Mass. His early business life was 
spent in Boston, from which city he came, 
in March, 1858, to New York, where, as a 
general partner with Henry Carleton Hul- 
bert, he helped to establish the firm of H. 
C. & M. Hulbert, the capital of which was 
$40,000, Otis Daniels, of Boston, being 
special partner. The chief business of that 
firm was the jobbing of paper makers’ sup- 
plies and the sale of paper on commission, 
at No. 83 John street. In 1872, after four- 
teen years of exceptional prosperity, H. C. 
& M. Hulbert dissolved partnership. The 
store location had been changed on May 1, 
1861, to No. 13 Beekman street, and in the 
following January the interest of Mr. 
Daniels was purchased. When Milan Hul- 
bert withdrew from the firm, he became 
associated with Merwin, Hulbert & Co., 
manufacturers of guns and small arms. 
The firm of H. C. & M. Hulbert was then 
changed to the style of H. C. Hulbert & 
Co., and Joseph H. Sutphin was admitted 
to that firm, together with George P. Hul-

The terrible explosion of digesters at 
Orono, Me., has brought sulphite pulp 
into quite prominent notice, and a number 
of articles have appeared in the daily pa- 
pers relating to digesters and the manufac-

acquainted with the industry with the idea 
that pulp making is necessarily a danger- 
ous occupation.

cement lined digesters no more danger ex- 
ists in pulp making than in steam making. 
Up to the present time no steel cement 
lined digester has exploded or shows any 
evidence of weakness or wear. With such 
a record it is only a question of time when 
such digesters will be everywhere substi- 
tuted for the more questionable devices. 
Regarding bronze or ‘‘one metal” di_ 


| gesters, with a record of five explosions out 





of some twenty-five or twenty-six digesters 
in use, there would seem to be little or no 
difference of opinion as to their speedy 
exit. There was a very general opinion 
that the element of their destruction was 
confined to the wearing away of the metal 
by corrosion, or eating of the metal by the 
sulphurous acid. While this corrosion goes 
on to a greater or less extent, and would ul- 
timately cause trouble, there are other and 
more serious causes. 

It has been known by some, and is now 
widely known, that the continual and fre- 
quent expansion and contraction caused by 
varying degrees of heat transform what 
was originally a very tough, compact metal 
of considerable tensile strength into a weak, 
crystallized, brittle substance totally unfit 
for the purpose to which in its original 
condition it seemed so well adapted. As 
this crystallizing propensity is found in all 
cast bronze when submitted to the condi- 
tions named it is a serious question for the 
users of bronze digesters to consider, and if 
any one of them has a way of knowing just 
when the crystallization has reached the 
the limit of safety it would be an act of 
humanity to communicate his knowledge to 
the public ; otherwise the chances of other 
explosions are very liable to increase at an 
alarming ratio as the work goeson. Tests 
have demonstrated that a bronze of 22,000 
pounds tensile strength when cold would 
stand only 12,000 pounds strain when 
heated to 300° Fahr. Do users of bronze 
digesters fully realize their position? I 
think not. X.

Answering your favor making inquiry con- 
cerning percentage to be written off yearly 
for account of depreciation and wear of plant 
and machinery in a paper mill, I would say that 
it is almost impossible to give a specific an- 
swer tothat question. What would be a safe and 
adequate percentage under one set of circum- 
stances might under differing conditions be ex- 
cessive or very inadequate. 

I do not think that any rule based upon the ex- 
perience of and conditions surrounding one manu- 
facturer would be of much benefit to any other 
manufacturer. It would, in my judgment, amount 
to little more than a very general indication of the 
experience of another. The different portions of a 
plant do not wear out or depreciate in equal de- 
gree. In some cases a depreciation account is not 
kept at all, and in those cases in which it is kept 
the charges made to it are usually made witha 
large margin on the safety side without any very 
exact idea as to the real depreciation. We think 
this is a matter to be regulated in each case by the 


conditions peculiar to that case.

The questions you ask are difficult to answer, so 
much depends on the amount expended yearly or 
continually for repairs. With a liberal repair ac- 
count a paper mill’s machinery requires less 
charge to the depreciation account. 

From our knowledge of Belgian paper makers, 
we are rather surprised at their asking for infor- 
mation, for we consider that they are the most 
careful and sharpest manufacturers in the world, 
perhaps. Twenty-five years ago they were in ad- 
vance of England and the United States in this 
respect. We believe the fast running machines 
were in use in Belgium at an earlier date than in 
England. Presuming that in Belgium the use of 
iron for washing and beating engines is almost 
general, they would, of course, wear longer than 
in this country, where wooden engines are largely 
in use, 

We have no objection to saying that our repair 
expenses will run from $25,000 to $28,000 a year 
which might be considered 6 or 7 per cent. on the 
value ofthe plant. This goesdirectly into our cost 
of paper making, keeping no separate account of it. 
In 188 our mill was somewhat run down, and 
rather out of date, and we renewed all of the 
machinery at an expense of $240,000. As the mill 
at that time had been running twenty-eight years 
this expenditure might be c-cnsidered simply 
a question of making good the wear and tear

volves a very small portion of the fibres is 
rolled along on the top of the wire and passes 
out between the latter and the lower edge 
of the circular casting K, while all the rest 
of the fibre passes through the wire cloth 
into the troughs and is carried outward by 
the water passing through them. This re- 
duced fibre, which remains on top of the 
cloth, keeps the wire out of contact with 
the unreduced stock, and further reduction 
of stock ceases until this fibre is rolled and 
washed by the water sufficiently to reduce 
it small enough to be forced through the 
wire. The pulp remaining on the wire af- 
fords an opportunity for rubbing it between 
the cloth and the unreduced stock, which 
is said to give to the pulp the same felting 
quality as the ordinary process of beating. 
As soon as the reduced fibre is beaten in 
this manner sufficiently to pass through the 
wire cloth the rubbing surface again comes 
in contact with the unreduced stock and the 
same operation is repeated. The fibre 
rubbed off is thus confined between the un- 
reduced stock and the wire cloth and rolled 
and washed until small enough to pass 
through the meshes of the wire cloth, and 
this is termed ** beating.” 

The fineness or coarseness of the pulp is 
regulated by the size of the meshes of the 
wire cloth, which is placed upon the upper 
surface of the rubbing wheel.
